She States That She Was Forced To 
Make a Confession at the Point of 
a Pistol and Was Spied Upon by 
Policemen—He Is Off on a Trip and 
She Has Gone to Her Father in 
Kentucky. 4 


Mr. and Mrs. C. H. Arnold, who at one 
time lived on Washington street, have 
filed very sensational counter divorce suits. 
For some time it was known that they 
were no longer living together as husband 
and wife, having had some very serious 
marital disagreement. 

In the neighborhood where they recently 
lived much gossip was indulged in concern- 
ing the separation and many conjectures 
were made as to the cause of the family 
rupture. Now the matter has gone into the 
courts and the affair has developed into 
a much more sensational case than at first 
supposed. 

Arnold filed his suit first apd in it he 
alleges infidelity, claiming his wife had not 
been true to her marriage vows. 

Mrs. Arnold Aled a suit yesterday claim- 
ing her husband had forced her to make 
a confession at the point of a pistol and 


that she was not guilty of the charges of 


infidelity. 

The wedding which has resulted so disas- 
trdusly occurred on April 29, 1895. The sepa- 
ration took place on November 17, 1896. 

Mrs. Arnold was formerly Miss Lida H. 
Pope, a daughter cf Professor Cademan 
Pope, president of the Millensburg Female 
ccllege, in Kentucky. 

By her marriage, she is the mother of one 
child, a boy ten yeers of age. She is now 
at the home of her father. 

Arnold is out of the city on a recuperat- 
ing trip. He recently rod his Washington 
street home to John Morr: s, of the Keely 
Company, for $10,000. 

In his petition Mr. Arnold, through his 
attorneys, alleges that his wife was false 
to her marriage vows, and he names as 
the co-respondent Robert T. Pace. He 
states that he immediately separated from 
his wife upon aseertaining that she was 
unfaithful and has since lived apart from 
her. He asks for a total divorce. 

MRS. ARNOLD'S COUNTER CHARGES. 

Mrs. Arnold through her attorneys, Wal- 
ter R. Brown and A. H. Cox, files a pe- 
tition for a divorce and alleges that she 
was the victim of a conspiracy. She be- 
gins by stating that she has at all times 
been a good and faithful wife, and affec- 
tiohate, so as not to have given cause for 
the cruel treatment she received at the 
hands of her husband. Her husband she 
claims has at diverse times caused her to 
be in danger of her life, and attempted to 
ruin her character without provocation. 
She had noticed he was jealous of their 
mutual male acquaintances after he had 
himself invited them there. This caused 
her much misery and impuired her health. 
Her every act was spied upon by her jeal- 
ous husband. They often discussed pro- 
ceedings of divorce, but she was averse 
‘to such proceedongs on account of her 
child. She tried to forgive her husband, 
hoping he would see his unjust suspicions 
were groundless. 

SHE CHARGES CONSPIRACY. 

Mrs. Arnold then proceeds to tell how she 
was conspired against in the “most cruel 
manner.“ On November 17, she says, a 
guest was spending the night at her home, 
having been invited by her husband. During 
the night her husband got two polidemeri 
to watch the house, and they secretly spied 
into the sleeping apartments. The officers 
found nothing wrong, and afterwards her 
‘husband came into her room with a pistol 
im his hand and forced her to admit that 
she had been guilty of misconduct. He 
took her before a lawyer, whom he said 
would represent them both in divorce pro- 
ceedings and fix matters up. She was after- 
wards offered the sum of $250, when her 
husband is worth $75,000 or $80,000. She was 
brought to her senses and realized how she 
had been duped. She telegraphed her father 
‘and tried to get her husband to make a 
true statement about the matter of coer- 
cion. He refused to do this and published 


in the papers a notice saying he would not 
de responsible for her debts. She went to 
ner father’s home in a distant state in 


order to give her husband time to do what 
was right. Her husband was afraid to 
dee her and look her in the face,

with the charge that her husband has plac- 
ed his property so judgment could not 
reach ft. She has no property of her own. 
She has one child, a boy ten years of age. 
MRS. ARNOLD'S PETITION. -

2. For temporary alimony in the sum 
of $200 per month, pending the hearing of 
this cause. 

“3. And for permanent alimony in a 
like sum per month, or in a sum equivo- 
lent to said sum for her natural life. 

“4. That she may have the custody of her 
said child. 

“5. That she may be allowed a reasonable 
sum for dhe servics of her attorney, towit: 
the sum of $2,500. 

“And prays that said defendant may de 
restrained from disposing of Any of his 
real estate or in anywise secreting his 
property until the final hearing of this 
cause, and petitioner expressly waives dis- 
covery of said defendant, and prays for 
process, requiring said defendant to be and 
appear at the next term of said court, then 
and there to answer petitioner’s com- 
plaint.” i 

AFFIDAVITS OF POLICEMEN. 
Charles P. Martin, one of the police- 
men who is alleged to have visited the 

Arnold house on the night of Novem- 

er 17, 196, states in his affidavit that 

he was on his beat in company with I. 

M. Wallace, who patrolled the same 

beat; that on the night of, Novem- 

ber 17th ore of the street sweepers 
came to him saying that Mr. Arnold sent 
for him to come to his residence, at 

No. 202 Washington street, as there 

was a burglar in his house. He and 

Wallace went to Arnold’s house and 

saw Arnold at his front door. Wallace 

was stationed at the back of the house. 

Martin went Into the house with Ar- 

nold, who told him to be very quiet 


— 
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and not to shoot until he was told to 
do so. Arnold held a candle and was 
showing him through the house. Mar- 
tin made Arnold give him the candle 
and said: Tou are fixing for me to 
get shot.“ Martin went into Pace's 
room and found him sleeping soundly. 
He came out and was shown to Mra. 
Arnoid’s room by Arnold. He found 
Mrs. Arnold in bed. Then Arnold told 
him that he could go, as everything 
was all right. He called Wallace and 
they left together. In this affidavit 
Martin swears that he saw nothing in 
the house to verify the charges against 
Mrs. Arnold and Mr. Pace. 

Policeman Wallace in his affidavit 
corroborates Martin as far as his con- 
nection with the affair went.

The Clearing House Association has 
taken a hand in the State Savings bank 
affair. 

The association held a special meeting 
yesterday morning and an opinion seems 
to have developed during the discussion 
of the receivership that a great Injustice 
had been done to that institution as well 
as to the banking interest throughout the 
city. 

Today a.commfttée; appointed at yester- 
day’s meeting, is making a thorough in- 
vestigation ot the affair. This committee 
consists of Jacob Haas, of the Capital City 
bank; T. D. Meador, of the Lowry bank, 
and Mr. Hawkins, of the Third National 
bank. 

It is said that this committee will look 
up the motive in placing the bank in the 
hands. of a receiver when the officials. of 
that bank had declared that they were 
solvent and dre said to have paid out 
about $25,000 after the judge had signed 
the order of receivership. 

A prominent member of the clearing 
house association was seen by an Even- 
ing Constitution reporter this morning 
and in answer to inquiries concerning the 
action taken yesterday by the association 
na id:

A reorganization of the State Savings 
bank may be effected. 

Whether this course will be taken or not 
will be decided at a meeting of the stock- 
holders which Cashier Dayton will call to 
be held on n of this week, if possi- 
ble. 

Mr. Dayton was seen at the defunct bank 
this morning by a representative of The 
Evening Constitution. He talked liberally 
about the affairs of the institution and ex-* 
pressed himself as being perfectly satisfied 
that the bank would be able to pay its de 
positors dollar for dollar and that he con- 
strued this to mean that it was in a sole 
vent condition. 

Mr. Dayton is busily. engaged today in 
“going over the books of the institution and 
preparing a statement which will be pre- 
sented to the stockholders. He has been 
consulting with a number of the most 
prominent ones and from what he can 
gain he is confident that the plan of 
reorganization will meet with the approval 
of the majority, and if the report which he 
expects to make is favorable to the in- 
terests of the institution, it is more than 
probabſe that the reorganization scheme 
will be taken up and pushed through. 5

Congress Has Counted the Electoral Vote as Cast 
the Last Election, and They Are Officially 
Chosen To Be President and Vice 
Prasident Respectively.

McKinley is now elected president of the United 
States for the four years beginning on the 4th day ot next March, and Hobart is 
officially chosen vice president for a similar term over the substantial Sewall and 
effervescent Watson. i 

Congress today went through the formality of counting the ballots and the 
oceasion may be said to have been a joyful one on both sides, for it is a disputed 
question whether the republicans are happier in getting McKinley in or the dem- 
ocrats are the more rejoiced in getting Cleveland out. a 

The count was devoid of sensational features. Majah George Washington 
Murray and his corps of brunette kickers from South Carolina contented them- 
selves with declaring that Tillman had bunkoed them and they have paved the 
way for the turning down of as many democratic representatives from the Pal- 
metto State as Tom Reed may think necessary. 

Today’s silent transfer of the control of the great government from one set of 
rulgrs to another was accomplished un der suftably solemn conditions. The capitol 
was crowded in anticipation of the ceremony, but excellent arrangements prevent- 
ed confusion or the intrusion of uninvited visitors. This was in marked contrast 
with the arrangements four years ago. 


The spectators of the court were largely the members of congressmen’s fam- 
ilies and their intimate friends, the galleries by resolution having been reserved 
for their use. One section of about two hundred seats, was thrown open to 
the public. The abandonment by Representative Murray of his previously an- 
nouneed intention to object to the counting of the vote of that state, had the 
effect of decreasing the general interest in the proceedings. 

The executive and diplomatic galleries were reserved for those entitled to 
occupy them by the rules. Visitors began to enter the reserved space at an early -. 


" SAYS GEN. GOMEZ 


The Cuban Commander Asserts That Spain's Proposal 
of Reforms Is but a Forerunner to Her Abso- 
lute Defeat in the Field of Fighting. 


HONE CUBAN IS WORTH TWO SPANIARDS” 


Could March Into the l of Havana With Seventy- 
Five Thousand Men in a Month and Drive the Whole 
Spanish Army Out of Cuba in Three Months.“ 


New York, February 10.—The Wcrld this 
morning prints the following rerort of an 
interview with General Mzximo Gomez, 
dated Salado, province of Santa Clara, 
Cuba, January 29th: 

„Win the Cubans accept the gan of re- 
forms about to be proclaimed by Spain?” 
General Gomez was asked. 

“Spain will not grant any reform. She has 


vo good will toward Cuba or the Cuban 
zi co af people. She never had. It has been always 


her foremost desire to do as little for the 
colony and get as much out of it as she 
ean, We no longer ask concessions from 
het. Even were Spain’s proposals bona fide, 
nothing could tempt us to treat with her. 

“We are for liberty, not for Spain’s re- 
forms. We are for Cuba, not for Spain. We 
are for the people of our own land, who 
Work. not for the horde of idlers and cor- 
ruptionists that Spain intends for us so 
long as she is able to back them by bayo- 
»- pets. I am dispusted with this talk of re- 
form. Does Spain think we have forgotten 
3 the lessons of the past? 
| Does she think we will be ready to treat 
“with her for a portion when the whole is 
within our reach?” continued General Go- 
‘mez. “Liberty is what we are fighting for. 
Print that sentence throughout your own 
great country—a country which has fought 
for liberty and won it, but a country which 
I regret to say—“ 

CUBA HATES SPAIN.” 

General Gomez did not finish his sentence, 

but continued: 


“We want — from Spain—Cuba - 


hates Spain.“ 

“Would Cuba be willing to accept home 
rule in the broadest sense?“ was asked. 

„Home rule in its broadest sense is in- 
dependence,“ quickly retorted General Go- 
mez. That is the kind of home rule we 
want. If you mean would we accept home 
rule with a Spanish captain general, I 
would answer most emphatically, no. We 
want nothing from Spain. The hatred for 
Spain is so deeply rooted in this island that 
J am sure a very large majority of our 
people, those under arms and those who 
have not yet had opportunity to go into the 
field, would rather, if they thought the rev- 
olution was going to fail, go abroad and 
live among strangers than stay in Cuba 
under a continuation of Spanish power.“ 

“Do you believe the United States is ren- 
dering aid to Spain?“ 

General Gomez thought a moment before 
replying. 

ROAST FOR GROVER. 

“That is a delicate question,“ he finally 

answered. “I hope not. Still I will speak 


plainly and with candor. It is certain, he 


went on, “that the United States has not 
been our ally. It is certain that Cuban 
leaders in the United States have been ar- 
rested and imprisoned because they were 
Suspected of buying and shipping arms, 
which is not a crime, as I understand it. 
It is certain that American cruisers are 
doing their utmost to cut off our supplies 
and it is certain that the secretary of state 
of the United States has been negotiating 
with Spain for a settlement of the war. If 
the government at Washington owes any-. 
; thing to the cause of I'berty; if it favors the 
. struggle for freedom now going on here, - 

it has not shown it even by so much as an

General Gomez further said: We have 
at present a registered total of 41,305 men 
in all the provinces. There are 816 commis- 
sioned officers, and of these about twenty- 
five are in the United States or elsewhere 
abroad. The force is divided in round num- 
bers about as follows: 

“In SanWigo are 9,000 men in three dis- 
tinct divisions; in Puerto Principe there are 
11,600, of whom 3,000 or over are cavalry. 
Of this 11,000 more than half belong to my 
immediate command, and, perhaps, will 
shortly be in Santa Clara province. In 
Santa Clara are 6,500, nearly all cavalry; 
in Matanzas are about as many more: in 
Havana 2,800 and in Pinar del Rio, 5,000. The 
forces in Matanzas, Havana and Pinar del 
Rio consist mainly of infantry. \ 

THE INSURGENT EQUIPMENT. 

“As for arms, we have twenty-nine can- 

non of all kinds, from the old Spanish 


brass gun to the best make of Hotchkiss 
rifle. About half these guns were captured 


from the enemy. The total number of rifies 
in our possession is not more than 25,000, 
perhaps several thousand less. Nearly 
every soldier has a machete, and I figure 
that there are about 8,000 revolvers m our 
army.“ 

When asked about the stock of ammuni- 
tion on hand, he did not speak. 

“Could you materially increase the size 
of your army if you had plenty of arms 
and ammunition?” was asked. 

“I could march into the province of Ha- 
vana with 75,000 men in a month,” replied 
General Gomez, “and that would mean the 
almost immediate freedom of Cuba, for one 
Cuban is as good as two Spaniards. More

BEN SMITH BROUGHT BACK FROM 
AUSTIN, TEX. 


Will Have To Serve Out a Life Sen- 
tence at Pratt Mines, Alabama, 
for the Killing of a De- 
fenseless Rival. 


Birmingham, Ala., February 10.

Ben Smith, the escaped murderer and life 
convict from the Pratt mines penitentiary, 
will be landed back behind the bars today. 
He was captured near Austin, Tex., a few 
days ago, and Special Officer Cary Nelson, 
of the Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railroad 
Company, went after the prisoner and is 
expected back by noon at the latest. 

Smith made nis escape from the prisons 
at Pratt City on the evening of February 
10, 1896. He was convicted for a cruel mur- 
der on the south side, committed in 1888. He 
is a Birmingham boy about twenty-eight 
years of age. He and another man named 
Grant were enamored of the same woman, 
Sallie Boyd, a very young and: handsome 
local celebrity. One night Smith went to 
the Boyd house and found Grant lying on 
the floor in front of a fireplace. 

Without giving the sleeping man a chance, 
shot hink Smith 
and the Boyd woman were arrested and the 
latter was acquitted. Smith was given a 
life sentence in 1889. He was given light 
employment in the tailoring department 
at the prison. One night he and another 
convict named Thomas O'Neill, who was 
sent up from Walker county, made their 
escape by cutting a hole through the wall 
of the tailor shop and then scaling the 
walls. 

Smith has some relatives around here. A 
man who found out Smith’s whereabouts, 
corresponded with Warden P. J. Rodgers, 
of the Pratt City penitentiary, and the 
consequences were the arrest of the fugi- 
tive. He was well known in Birmingham 
and a large crowd will be at the depot to 
see bim come in.

OTHER NATIONS WILL OBJECT 


Christians Make the Attack When 
the News of the Trouble at 
Heraklion Reaches Them. 


THE SHOOTING CONTINUED ALL DAY 


Commanders of the Foreign War- 
ships Warn the Greeks That They 
Will Not Be Permitted To Bombard 


‘ Canea or Land Troops. 


London, February 10.—Private and 
official advices from English officers show 
that the troubles In the island of Crete are 
caused by Greek agitators and that the 
Christians are undoubteadly the aggres- 
sors. The Greek governmént believing that 
the end of the Ottoman empire is near 
thinks it opportune to carry out its long 
cherished desire to annex the island of 
Crete. 

Public officials here and on the continent 
regard the situation as serious and as 
threatening the peace of the whole of 
Europe, owing to the fears of a collision 
between Turkey and Greece, 

A dispatch to The Times from Athens 
says that there is complete accord be- 
tween the king and cabinet upon the Cre- 
tan policy. During the debate in the 
legislative chamber this afternoon and 
even the opposition urged the government 
to take a stand in the matter of the union 
of Greece and Crete at all costs. 

A Canea dispatch to The Times says: 
CAUSE OF THE UPRISING. 

immediate cause of the uprising 
here was the news of.the trouble at 
Heraklion. Before dawn one-half the Mo- 
hammedans had left the town and great 
numbers fired upon Galata and other vil- 
lages. The Christians descended from the 
mountains in strong force and during the 
next two days there were incessant con- 
flicts around Canea, in which the Chris- 
tlans appeared to have had the advan- 
tage. The efforts of the consuls and bish- 
ops to pacify them failed and the Moham- 
medans, whose anger had been aroused to 
the utmost, found themselves unable to 
continue the expedition into the country. 

The excitement among the Christians of 
Canea increased, but the first fighting in 
the town was on Thursday. It com- 
menced with desultory shots and in a few 
moments became general and incessant. 

The shooting continued until dark. 
Among the victims were Turkish soldiers, 
but the troops, nevertheless under great 
provocation, behaved excellently, 

GREEKS CAUTIONED.

The new line will connect the two cities 
and will place them seventy-four miles 
nearer each other by rail than they are at 
the present time. \ 

The scheme which Mr. Richards has on 
foot is by no means only on paper, for he 
‘has ‘already succeeded in securing n@ney 
with which to construct a large portion of 
the road, and will leave Atlanta tomorrow 
for New York, where he expects to place 
the remainder of the bonds, which are being 
printed; and be ready to begin the work of 
actual construction before many more 
weeks. 

As is a well known fact, Mr. Richards re- 
cently became the sole lessee of the North- 
eastern railroad, extending from Athens 
to Lula, Ga. His object in securing this line 
will be seen later. By the contract with the 
state, Mr. Richards has the exclusive lease 
of the line for twenty years. It cannot be 
sold within that time without his consent, 


ad he can buy it at any time within the 


twenty years for a specified sum. 

Before Mr. Richards. became the lessee 
of the road and since he has had a corpse 
of engineers and surveyors in the field lo- 
cating a line from Athens south to Augusta 
and from Lula north to Chattanooga, | 

The preliminary survey has been com- 
pleted all the way through and draughts- 
men are now busily engaged in mapping out 
the proposed line and figuring upon the es- 
timated cost of construction, which will be 
presented to eastern capitalists.

when their money was due.“ 

Mr. Richards has received every encour- 
agement from the property owners along 
the route through which his road will pass 
and he does not believe that he will meet 
with much opposition in its construction.

There is one article of furniture belong- 
ing to the city government to which there 
is very little intrinsic value attached and 
about which nothing has ever been said.

It has only one name written in it, that 
of Frank T. Ryan, who was the city clerk 
several years ago. On the fly leaf there is 
some scribbling. which is too dim to be 
legible. 

What a history is associated with this 
Bible! All the city. fathers since the war 
have pressed its covers and upon the 
sacred tome have solemnly promised to 
be true to the trust imposed in them. Some 
of the lips which have been pfessed to it 
were long ago silenced in death. 

It rests upon the council desk, unnoticed 
and undisturbed, a small thing, and yet 
one which has played a most important 
part in the Ristory of the city. 

This book will have many more years of 
service before it, and will continue to play 
its part in the administration of public 
uffairs, 


WAKING UP TAX PAYERS. 


Polis Have Been Collected in Chat- 
ham, Due Since the Year 1870, 
This Lear. 


The new law requiring the payment of 
all back taxes before the taxpayer be- 
comes eligible as 4 voter has stirred up 
things. 

In Chatham county there were a lot of 
delinquents and several thousand of them 
have been made to pay up the amounts 
ranging from $1 for 1879 to larger sums for 
the intervening years. 

The sum total foots up the snug amount 
eof $15,949, a neat little pick up for the 
state. 

In tthe case of John D. Moore, the re- 
tiring tax collector of Floyd county, the 
comptroller general has decided that he 
shall remain in charge of the tax lists of 
the county for 1896 until all the taxes for 
that year are collected. The insolvent list, 
of course, is to be determined after execu- 
tions have been issued and returned nulla 
bona and every reasonable effort has been 
made to collect the taxes. The tax col- 
lector then turns over all such returned 
executions to the ordinary and he and the 
county commissioners pass upon the list 
and figure up the number of insolvent tax- 
payers, after which the tax collector takes 
out his commissions and forwards the 
balance due the state, together with the 
insolvent list and is given the proper 
credits, after which his duties are at an 
end. 

It is presumed that a couple of weeks 
will suffice for the completion of Mr. 
Moore's duties and then he will retire for 
good. To the newly elected tax collector, 
Mr. Sanford, belongs the duty of collecting 
all professional and specific taxes that 
are payable on the ist day of January of 
each year, so that for a while both col- 
lectors will be in office, the one collecting 
the residue of last year’s taxes and the 
other carrying on the work of the present 
year. ok

Today Colonel W. C. Glenn, of the firm of 
Glenn & Rountree, attorneys, with Colonel 
Whitfield, of Brunswick, for Hon. A. J. 
Crovatt, in his contest with Mr. E. H. Ma- 
son, for the mayoralty of Brunswick, pre- 
sented a petition to the supreme court for 
mandamus. 

The court, after hearing the petition, 
granted the mandamus and ordered that it 
issue, fixing the date for the hearing on 


February 1l7th. 

The case is one that has excited much in- 
terest all over the state, and is of especial 
interest to the people of Brunswick. The 
petition on which the mandamus was is- 
sued reads as follows: 

To the Honorable Supreme Court of 
the States of Georgia—The petition of A. 
J. Crovatte respectfully showeth: 

1. On the 29th day of January, 1897, 
petitioner filed before the Honorable J. 
L. Sweat, of the superior court of the 
Brunswick circuit, a petition for leave 
to file an information in the nature of 
a quo warranto against E. H. Mason, 
claiming to hold the office of mayor of 
the city of Brunswick, the object and 
purpose of said proceeding being to con- 
test the validity of the said Mason's 
title to the office of mayor of said city. 

2. On the day and year aforesaid a 
rule nisi was issued requiring the said 
Mason to show cause before the said 
judge, on the 4th day of February, 
1897, at Brunswick, why the leave to 
file should not oe granted. On or about 
the first day of February, 1897, said 
rule was served on the said Mason. 

3. On the 4th day of February, 1897, 
the said parties came before the court, 
and an answer was filed by the said 
Mason to the said rule, and other pro- 
ceedings were had, and the court then 
and there refused the application for 
leave to file. 

4. To this ruling and decision, refusing 
leave to file, your petitioner then and 
there excepted, and in due form of law, 
prepared and tendered to his honor, 
Judge Sweat, a bill of exceptions to. 
the ‘said ruling, and said Dill. of excep- 
tions was signed and certified on the 

6th day of February, 1897, and on the 
8th day of February, 1897, the same was 
served on the said Mason, and filed in 
the office of the clerk of the superior 
court of Glynn county; the said bill of 
exceptions containing the usual direc- 
tions to the clerk to send up the tran- 
script of the record and proceedings 
specified in the bill of exceptions. 

5. Under an arrangement with J. C. 
Lehman, deputy clerk of the superior 
coprt of Glynn county, J. L. Beach, 
the clerk being absent from the city, 
the entire transcript and proceedings 
were made out and ready for cer i- 
cation and trinsmission to the supreme 
court on the 8th day of February, 1897. 
On that day petitioner applied to the 
said clerk to certify and transmit said 
record to the supreme court, as com- 
manded in the bill of exceptions. 

6. The said Lehman then and there 
declined to certify and transmit said 
record unless petitioner would pay to 
the said clerk the costs of a former 
case between petitioner and the said 
Mason; the former case being thus: Pe- 
titioner and Mason were candidates for 
the office.of mayor of the city of Bruns- 
wick, and upon the face of the returns 
Mason appeared to be elected, and his 
‘election was contested by petitioner 
under a special proceeding proyided for 
by the charter of the city of Brunswick. 
This provision of the charter was held 
by Judge Sweat to be unconstitutional, 
because there was a general law provid- 
ing for the mode in which such elec- 
tions should be con ted, and the con- 
test was therefore dismissed by him, 
and under the authority of the case 
from Polk county, heretofore decided 
by this court, no bill of exceptions to 
said ruling was taken.

As a general thing, people improve in the 
arts and trades in which they have daily 
practice, but this does not seem to hoid 
good in everything. 


We all talk almost every hour in the 
dax, from childhood to old age, and yet 
good talkers are rare. | 
The more some people talk, the greater 
bunglers they become. They grow care- 
less, pick up bad mannerisms and af- 
fectations, and fall into mushy elocution 
and faulty ways. 


It is a mistake to suppose that the press 
has made it less important to cultivate 
the arts of talking and speaking. 

The orator sways men now as much 
as he did in the days when a host re- 
sponded to thé appeal: “Let us march 
against. Philip.“ 

The talker, too, is a power everywhere. 
Talk controls the affairs of the world. 

Would you’ shine in society, be popular 
in every circle and succeed in business and 
politics? If you have this ambition, you 
should learn to talk well. 

But you should bear in mind the fact 
that a good talker must be a man of 
intelligence and information, a man of 
some education, and he must train his 
voice, as well as his inteHectual faculties; 
and he must also learn to control the ex- 
pression ‘of his countenance and the move- 
ments of his‘ limbs and body. 

The talk of genius is not attractive 
when it is disconnected, awkward and hard- 
ly intelligible, Certain ungraceful tricks 
of gesture sometimes make an otherwise 
good talker very disagreeable.

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GENERAL JOSEPH C. SHELBY, 


2 


I was reminded yesterday afternoon by 
an editorial paragraph in my neighbor’s 
column that General Joseph C. Shelby is 
slowly but surely breaking camp—that 
taps are sounding in the good old soldier's 
ears even as I write these words. He is 
lying critically ill at his farm near Adrian, 
and all Missouri awaits news from the 
sick chamber gn fear and sorrow. General 
Shelby—“Jo,”” he writes his first name, 
and as Jo he is best known—and his di- 


vision were the fighting arm of General 


Price. Brilliant, dashing and successful in 
war, he was the idol of confederates and 
the terror of unionists. 

A Kentuckian by birth, he believed in 
slavery. He loved Missouri as the home of 
his adoption. When war burst upon the 
land he was true to his faith and his af- 
fection and offered his life in their de- 
fense. When the knell of his hopes was 
sounded at Appomattox he Ted a band of 
despairing confederates into Mexico to 
fight for Maximilian. He soon returned 
to Missouri, however, and endeared him- 
self to all classes by his personal qualities 
and his stand for reconciliation. 

General Shelby was born in Lexington, 
Ky., in, 1831. He gained what was con- 
sideréd a good education in that day and 
spent some years in mercantile life. Fate 
then attracted him to Waverly, Mo., where. 
He began the manufacture of bale rope. It 
was not long before Bleeding Kansas!“ 
brought bands of armed and desperate 
men to the west of the Mississippi river 
to fight out the earliest of the bloody 
battles for the Treedom of the slave. Shel- 
by’s sympathies were with the south, and 
he deserted his factory to raise a company 
in Kentucky. N 
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He tock the field on the plains of Kansas 


With Clark, Atchison and Reid, but when 


the abolitionists won he went quietly -back 
to his factory at Waverly. On the fall of 
Sumter Shelby raised, mounted, armed and 
uniformed a company of cavalry and 
promptly marched away for four years of 
bloody strife. On his return from Mexico 
he settled on a farm in Fayette county. 
He soon became involved in the tide of 
railroad speculation, lost his all and moved 
to a farm near Adrian, Bates county. 
President Cleveland in his second term 
made him United States marshal for the 
western. district of Missouri. 

Courage, courtliness and chivalry came 
to Shelby by inheritance. His grandfather 
was Isaac Shelby, the first governor of 
Kentucky, in whose day the fighting of 
Indians was a common occupation. His 
father was Colonel James Shelby, who 
played a part at the battle of the Thames 
under William Henry Harrison, and came 
out of the war of 1812 with the luster of 
glorious. deeds. General ‘Shelby 
went into the rebellion as captain of the 
company he had raised himself and came 
out of the conflict with a major seneral- 
ship and the admiration of friend and foe. 

Mistaken he may have been, but he was 
masterful as a commander, gallant as a 
fighter, generous as a victor and admir- 
able as a man. Once having accepted the 
verdict of the sword as final, he used his 
powerful influence with the unreconstruct- 
ed element in Missouri, and was a great 
factor in restoring peace to this distracted 
commonwealth. Old foes forgave him his 
error and all Missourians swear by him. 
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Shelby’s (Missouri division fought through 
Missouri, Arkansas, Missisdippi Louisiana 
and Texas. Whén' hope estate ‘hopeless 
it was the last otgariizéa ftwision of the 
confederate army west of the Mississippi. 
Shelby planned to continue the contest, but 
his men yearned for theit Wihefaha tneir 
families. There was a dramatic” sevara- 
tion on the field near Corstcdfia, Tex. There 
still remained with Shelby 500 bold troop- 
ers, and they had an abundant supply of 
arms, ammunition and supplies. 

They determined to march into Mexico 
and become soldiers of fortune with Jua- 


res or Maximilian. They marched to Wa- 


co and Austin in a well-disciplined band. 
Shelby was urged to selze the money in 
the confederate sub-treasury at San An- 
tonio for his soldiers, but he was not a 
plunderer and hesitated. Texas bandits 
carried off the treasure before he could 
reach San Antonio to protect it as he had 
protected public funds in Austin. Many 
exiles were awaiting Shelby at San An- 
tonio. Among them were Generals Smith, 
Magruder, Hindman, Lyon, of Kentucky, 
Leadbetter and Wilcox of Lee's 
army, Governor “Murrah of Texas, 
Governor ‘Morehead. of Kentucky, 
Governor Allen of Louisiana and Governor 
Trusten Polk, of Missouri; Senator Harris, 
of Tennessee, and Senator Vest, of Mis- 
sourt, were in that despairing company. 


From San Antonio Shelby led his band | 


under military discipline to New Braunfels 
and thence to Eagle Pass, the Rio 
fugitive sold the cannon, the arms, the am- 


and the treacherous Mexican soldiers sup- 
ported them in the scheme. The confed- 
erate commander promptly sounded the 
call to mount horses, and the 500 American 
veterans only awaited the word to begin 
a slaughter, | 

The Germans fled and the Mexicans’ wilt- 
ed. Shelby took a vote of his officers to 
determine whether they would cast their 
fertunes with Juarez, the Mexican patriot, 
or with Maximillian, the emperor sent to 
Mexico by Napoleon. They voted for Maxl- 
millian. The éxiles buried their battle- 
scarred flags in the waters of the Rio 
Grande with tearful ceremonies and start- 
ed for Monterey to join the French legions. 
At ‘Monterey the command disbanded. 
Some went to Sonora to fight against 
Maximilian. Others went to California, 
British Honduras or Brazil. Shelby and a 
trusty band of fifty went to the City of 
Mexico and then settled in the Cordova 
colony of Carlotta. 

General Shelby was always loyal to his 
friends.. This explains in part his strong 
hold on the affections of Missourians. 
Among these friends was John N. Edwards,’ 
who served in his command. Edwards was 
a noted Missouri editor, with a ready flow 
of magniloquent English, and he embalmed 
the deeds of Shelby’s command in a book. 
He once fought a duel near Quincy, III., 
with Major Emery Foster, who had been in 
the federal service. Edwards was on The 
St. Louis, Times and Foster on The St. 
Louis Journal at that time. Dr. Morrison 
Munford, of the Kansas City Times, was 
Ed wards's second. 15 

The duelists were indicted in IIlinois, 
but the governor of Missouri refused to ex- 
tradite them. Frank James was in Shelby’s 
division, and the general testified in his be- 
half when he was on trial for his life years 
later. Frank and Jesse James occasionally 
fled to General Shelby's farm for refuge. 
While the old fighter discountenanced their 
lawlessness, he could not find it in his 
heart to betray one of his former soldiers. 
He generally left the farm when they came, 
once going as far as St. Louis. The James 
brothers once paid the obligation in part 
by rescuing one of the general’s negro ser- 
vants from an angry mob of whites. 

As.a commander General Shelby had pe- 
culiar qualificaticrs. He was extra cautious 
in guarding against surprise, and he always 
marched as lightly as possible, in order to 
fight or flee, as seemed advisable, with the 
best advantage. Wagons were his special 
aversion, and baggage he ccnsidered as 
useless as a woman's wardrobe. His men 
kneaded their dough on India rubber blank- 
ets, and cooked & upon beards or rocks 
before the fire. He insisted that forked 
hickory sticks Made excellent gridtrons. 


His favorite way of sleeping was with his 
himself 


feet to a roaring fire and his head on his 
saddle. He aimed never to get far from 
his artillery. When horses failed he har- 
nessed men to drag the guns. Unincumber- 
ed by wagons, streams had no perils and 
mountain passes but few insurmountable 


difficulties.

A bean companion and a debonair gallant 
has Selby always been, and when did ever 
such a one lack for friends? There was 
much of Launcelot’s love-passion, about 
him, with all of Launcelot’s chivalry and 
knightly bearing. Late trysts and later 
wooing had for him much of glamor and 
more of witchery. Around his camp fire, 
with the day’s work done; he was accessi- 
ble, kind, bluff and free spoken. He sympa- 
thized with his soldiers’ troubles and thcy,, 
idolized him 

Whatever:reports might be brought of an 
advancing enemy his invariable quest on 
was: Did you see them?“ If answered af- 
firmatively he asked: Did you count 
them?” If the answer came: “Nop,” he 
would say, with an oath: Then, by heaven, 
we'll fight em! Order the brigade to form 
line and Collins to prepare for action 
front.” Collins was the commander of his 
battery, in whom he had great confidence. 
Shelby went into a fight rough-and-tumble, 
and his daring inspired his men to heroic 
deeds. 

When General Shelby was a candidate for 
the appointment of United States marshal 
ex-Governor Fletcher was one of the 
strongest factors in getting him the place. 
Governor Fletcher is an ardent republi- 
can and was elected the chief executive 
of Missouri shortly after the war. He 
made a voluntary visit to Washington to 
urge the appointment of Shelby, saying 
it was the most popular thing the admin- 
istration could do in Missouri.

I must now say “Goodby, baby,” for the 
little one has entered upon the first of a 
long train of responsibilities that will hedge 
about her life. Better that life should be 
an example for good to others than that 
she should become the unprofitable bride 
of the proudest prince in all the world.

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In the northern cities the men who do 
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Atlanta’s streets are to be clean. 

This decree has gone forth and it is safe 
to say in one way or another this enor- 
mous benefit shall soon fall to the lot of 
this rejoicing city. 

For whether the present plan of the 
woman’s club is carried out or not the agi- 
tation which the question is now to re- 
ceive, considering the quarter from which 
it originates, will not be allowed to sub- 
side until the last speck of dust, the last 
trace of smoke, the last pile of dirt has 
been consigned to more appropriate places 
than the public streets and highways. 

For now since some one else has stated 
it we can fearlessly say that the possibill- 
ty of improvement in this line is not 
small. 

There are other cities in this country 
and Asia, hardly Europe, that lack a de- 
gree of spotlessness which Atlanta does 
not. But then again there are many that 
are cleaner, and to say any town in this 
country is not as clean as the cleanest is 
saying a pretty hard thing against it. 

We have imagined we have seen mud in 
the highways in this municipality upon 
certain occasions; that our shoes have 
sometimes been. blacked by other things 
than blacking after an afternoon's walk, 
and it is with no little satisfaction that 
we realize that our diagnosis on the city's 
condition is confirmed by so high an au- 
thority as those whose skirt gives better 
possibilities of knowing. 

Certainly any scheme that would pro- 
pose to remedy a crying evil could not be 
carelessly thought of, and in this instance 
we look upon the case with more than or- 
dinary consideration. 

In the first place, the plan is decidedly 
novel, this having women take hold of 
any department of public work, but we 
suppose in this a deplorable ignorance is 
being shown; at any rate, as far as the 
chance of improving being effected, the 
probabiliges are so much greater than 
otherwise that the plan, simply consid- 
ered as a plan, cannot be easily dismissed. 

To state the case briefly, it is that the 
woman's club of Atlanta proposes to and 
will, consider the proposition of their tak- 
ing the contract to clean the streets of this 
city as a club, in the name of the club 
and to the mutual interest of the club 
and the®public. 

As has been said the proposition has in 
it the elements of surprise, but if one is 
going to be surprised when they begin to 
look into the plan from the club’s stand- 
point the possibilities of a fatal termina- 
tion to the investigator is a very real dan- 
ger. 

For the club is not going into the con- 
sideration of this question blindly or eyen 
carelessly and the array of facts they 
have to bring to their assistance is really 
formidable and crushing. 

In the first place, they have ascertained 
one remarkable fact that will quell a ma- 
jor part of the opposition to the proposi- 
tion of women having a right to adminis- 
ter any public affairs; which is that women 
have paid and are paying into the public 
treasury no less than three-quarters of all 
the funds that it receives. 

After one has received this broadside 
and has duly appreciated it, it is found that 
most of the wind has left the sails of any 
argument that he might have been ready to 
bring forth on the question of the lack of 


, 


right women have to take part in public 
doings. , 

But in reality it is only a very superficial 
way of looking at the thing that would 
cause one to make such a statement as 
this and lay it down as an abstract prin- 
ciple. 3 

To consider with any degree of cheerful- 
ness such a question will lead to the con- 


gelusion that there are many things that 
entitle women to the right to be supremely 


interested in such a proposition as clean 
streets. : : 

In the first place, it is probably true that 
women use the streets most—at least those 
streets where the great amount of im- 
provements could be easily effected. | 

And then the health of the community ig 
a much more lively question to women 
than it is to men, and all this is laying 
aside the fact that women pay for the 
greatest part of it all, and, according to 
the general laws of a mercenary world. 
should have every right to a share in the 
spending. 

But the plausibility of the present scheme 


is outside of all this. As soon as women 


enter the general market and bid for a 
contract, it simply becomes a  busineés 
proposition, and the placing of the contract 
is only to be in the hands of those best 
able to. discharge its obligations, and with- 
out other considerations entering into it 
at all. 

Now it is an accepted fact that no con- 
tract is given save to those who have the 
altogether legitimate idea of making money 
thereby, and the woman’s club makes no 
attempt to say that this idea does not en- 
ter into the consideration of the question, 
Ike all clubs, it is desirious of possess- 
ing a clubhouse, and the possibility of 
gaining one and still be performing a pub- 
lic spirited action appeals to them greatly. 

They would not, it is only fair to say, 
think of entering into any scheme that 
has not the public good back of It, and in 
cleaning the street better there is no shad- 
ow of doubt that the public would be great- 
ly benefited. 

One of the leading spirits of the 
club in discussing this question pdint- 
ed out the time and attention which the 
members of the club collectively and indi- 
vidually would be able to give to this ques- 
tion, just as they now give them to a dozen 
different civic problems, and the quantity 
of energy that would be displayed 
on this worthy, if somewhat unattrac- 
tive object, would be incapable of measure- 
ment in any ordinary scales. 

But the idea of advancing the interest of 
a club and the creation of a fund for the 
building of its home by entering into a 
business scheme, public or otherwise, is 
rather new and-@écullar and the accusa- 
tion of lack of origifalitty can never be 
laid at the door of this organization 


whether its home be in itz own building or 


not. - 

But the vital question to the average cit- 
izen remalns—has the woman’s club de- 
vised a plan whereby, in getting the clean- 
ing of the streets in their control, they will 
be clean. ö 

An unprejudiced opinion would probably 
be that if the arrangements are perfected 
the desired result will come more nearer to 
being obtained than it is at present, and 
belfeving this, the community will watch 
with vivid interest the possible negotiations 
that will be made between the club and 
the common council.

CHANGES ON THE DIAMOND. 


Rules Committee Makes Many 
gestions to the National 
League Officials. 


The changes proposed in the baseball 
rules by the committee have been submit- 
ted to President Young. After suggesting 
that the directions for laying out a ball 
ground be put in language that a young 
ball player could understand, the commit- 
tee proposes a fine of $ on a player who 
‘Intentionally discolors a new ball, and that 
the ball be changed for a new one. 

It is proposed that a player who violates 
the ruie requiring him to remain on his 
bench while not at bat or coaching shall 


have one minute in which to sit down, and 


shall then be removed from the game and 
‘retired from the field. 

When a pitcher is found evading the rule 
that requires him to keep his foot on the 
— a balk shall be. declared against 

im. 

In order to mitigate the coaching nui- 
sance, only one coacher will be allowed 
when less than three men are on bases, 
but two coachers when the bases are full. 

In future the batsman who is on deck“ 
will not leave the bench until called by 
the umpire. This is to prevent him getting 
as closé as possible to the diamond and 
acting as an assistant coacher. 

The question arising by two runners com- 
ing together at the plate has been covered 


by a rule which provides that no runner | 


shall score until the runner ahead of him 
has touched the home plate. 

The principal changes relate to the um- 
pire. In a foot note the umpire is notified 
that he is master of the field, and that if 
the rules are poor it is not his fault. 
If the rules are disobeyed he is entirely 
to tlame. He is instructed to notify. each 
captain that the rulcs will be enforced ex- 
and that the 
prescrilied penalty will follow each viola- 
tion. The umpire is instructed not to tem- 
porize with a rule breaker and never to 
“even up.“ He is advised to be strict. in 
trivial matters, thus squéiching trouble be- 
fore it gets started. 

The umpire is given authority to order 
the captain or players to do or omit to do 
anything he may consider proper under 
the rules. 

The captain is the only one who can ad- 
dress the umpire, and he must do that from 
his position. If hie team is at bat he 
must talk from the coachers’ position, and 
if his team is in the fle l he must talk from 
his position in the. fie ‘

In cases where fines | are jn’ order unc er 
the rules, the walle is required to impose 
them, and he has no discretion in the mat- 
ter. 

The umpire is not permitted to address 
the spectators, but the spectators shall 
have the right to talk at the umpire. 

The umpire shall not reverse any cdec:sion 
in which judgment is involved, and shall 
not accept the testimony of players or 
spectators. 

The committee concludes by stating that 
nearly all the trouble has been caused by 
failure to enforce the rules, und that the 
umpire is now in N to protect him- 


self. 


SPORTS HERE 
AND ELSEWHERE. 


One of the most interesting figures in the 
billiard world is that of Maurice Daly, who 
has played in public for thirty years and is 
still an expert of attractive power. While 
he has been outstripped by the leaders at 
balk line, yet he is today one of the best ex- 
ponents of cushion caroms in the world 
and stands ready to make a match with 
any man at that style of game.

Hall, the participants 
including Vignaux, Schaefer, Sexton, Car- 
„Joe Dion, Wallace and Daly. The 
latter.won the first prize and championship 
cup. but owing to the demands of his bus- 
iness he was unable to defend the trophy 
and did not ‘accept it. Sexton afterward 
captured the prise. -Daly’s best run in a 
match of cushion caroms was fifty-six. He 
announces that he is ready to make a 
match with anybody, or will enter a tour- 
nament in which cushion caroms are the 
‘style Of play."

The Army and Navy Journal has the fol- 
lowing in regard to some test firing at 
Indian Head proving greunds: 

“An experiment made with the Gothmann 
shell at the Indian Head proving grounds 
on Wednesday resulted disastrously to the 
shell. The test was for the purpose of 
ascertaining the charge of powder required 
to send the projegtile through the air with 
the velocity desired when the formal test 
occurred and was not intended to be a 
trial. No officials of the navy department 
witnéssed the experiment. The shell was 
fired with a velocity of 1,500 feet per second. 
The pressure caused by the charge of pow- 
der was 4.2 tons. Immediately after the 
discharge the shell broke, scattering the 
water with which it had been loaded to 
take the place of gun cotton, with which 
it is proposed to finally charge the shell if 
the projected tests are successful. Under 
the directions of the navy department a 
12-inch projectile was bored out at the navy 
yard some days ago. until its walls were as 
thin as those of the Gothmann shell. This 
was fired last week with a velocity of 1,300 
feet per second a pressure of 2.2 tons. 
It withstood the shock of the discharge 
successfully. Department officials hold 
that the defeat ot Wednesday should not 
be considered, a fair test, and that they ex- 
pect satisfactory results when the formal 
trial is made within about ten days.“ 


There is a good deal of talk among the 
officers of the lova] military companies just 
at present in regard to the best plan to 
make the men attend the drills of the 
companies.

New York, February 10.— Big Ed” Rice, 
one of the best known professional crim- 
nals of this nation, has met his fate at 
last. He was convicted yesterday afternoon 
in Brooklyn be efore Ju Gaynor, of the 
supreme court, of Tor in the second 
degree as a second offense, and of being a 
professional — He was remanded 
for sentente.

A ‘Rice was convicted 
yesterday $s y the. smallest. trans- 
action in which u has ever been con- 
cerned. He has a record as one of the best 
bank robbers and confidence men, and car- 
ried his sobriquét, “Big Ed,” not because 
of his physical proportions, for he is rather 
a small man, but because of the magnitude 
of his criminal transactions for the last 
thirty-five years. 
WORKING OUT OF HIS CLASS. 

This last crime did not net him a single 
cent, and even if successful, would not 
have hrought him more than $21.50. That 
was the amount he tried to realize on a 
forged check. 

Rice is now fifty-one years old, although 
he himself gave his age yesterday as sixty- 
three. His record is as follows: He engi- 
neered a bank robbery with Horace Hovan 
in Halifax, N. S., in 1870, which netted him 
$20,000. Ten years later he was concerned in 
a diamond and bank robbery in Chicago. 
In 1886 he was arrested in Boston on sus- 
picion of having committed a big bur- 
glary, but was discharged. Then he fleeced 
a farmer in Detroit, Mich., out of $3,500, was 
arrested but skipped his bail. Subsequent- 
ly he was convicted of swindling in Mem- 
phis, Tenn., and of an express robbery in 
Canada.

KATE NELLIS, A SPIRITUALIST, CON-

to her husband, Peter H. Nellis, proprietor 
of the Avenue hotel, Girard, Pa., last 
fall. 

Mrs, Nellis and her husband had not 
been on good terms for a number of years 
and when she went to Lilydale, being a 
spiritualist, she fell in with Mrs. Julia C. 
Stowell, a medium from Cincinnati, O., 
and later she became so well acquainted 


with Mrs. Stowell’s son, Edward Gardner. 


that she took him home with her to Gi- 
rard and installed him in her husband’s 
employ as bartender. 

Nellis had frequent attacks of vomiting 
and a serious illness was folldwed by the 
arrest of his wife and Gardner, who were 
charged with administering poison. 

The evidence was conclusive that Mrs. 
Nellis placed antimony and other drugs in 
her husband s coffee. Some of it he drank 
and other poisons were intercepted by a 
dining room girl, and delivered to the au- 
thorities. 


Chemists found poison in the coffee. Pow-. 


ders of a similar character were likewise 
found in Mrs. Nellis’s possession, also 
letters from Mrs. Stowell directing their 
use. Gardner’s trial will follow, but his 
mother is a fugitive.

DO NOT WANT CHANGE MADE 


Tie Alabama Manufacturers Will Not 

Testify Before the Ways and Means 
Although They Have 
So—Their Indif- 


Committee 
Been Asked To Do 
ference Surprises the Committee. 


Birmingham, Ala., February 10. 
Special to The Evening Constitution. 

The indifference maintained by Alabama 
iron operators this year with reference to 
the tariff is said to be a matter of much 
interest to the ways and means committee 
of the house of representatives, which has 
been engaged in a revision of the tariff 


laws. 

The absence of Alabama operators from 
the tariff hearings has caused inquiries 
from several directions. Congressman Joe 
Wheeler, who is a member of the commit- 
tee, recently wrote the following letter in 


this connection: 

Washington, D. C., February 3, 1897.—Mr. 
N. Baxter, Jr., President Tennessee Coal 
and Iron Company, Birmingham, Ala My 
Dear Sir: On yesterday 1 sent you the 
hearings on the metal shedule. I was sorry 
that there wis no one before the committee 
from Alabama. Many questions will come 
up upon which I will have doubts as to 
their effect upon the general interest of the 
people of Alabama. For instance, one inter- 
est demands a tariff upon manganese ore 
ahd on iron pyrites. Then there are other 
interests which protest that these articles 
should be free. Then in the framing of a 
tariff bill, the mere change of one expres- 
sion sometimes means a great deal for or 
against the interest of certain sections. 

‘The northern manufacturers take great 
pains to inform the m mb ers of the commit- 
tee on ways and means what will be to 
their interest. 

It seems to me that in a city like Bir- 
mingham you ought to have an expert, 
with whom I could correspond, and whom 
I could keep thoroughly informed regarding 
the various propositions about the tariff, 
and with his aid I might be able to get 
matters shaped, in a measure, advantage- 
ous to Alabama interests. I do not think 
this expert should have full authority, but 
that he should submit his proposition to a 
board composed of the controlling men of 
the various iron industries in and around 
Birmingham. 

“If you agree with me, please have such 
an expert appointed and put me in corre- 
spondence with him. You might also get 
the people of Chattanooga ard Sheffield to 
join with you in this matter. With regards, 
very truly yours. 

“JOSEPH WHEELER.“ 

Mr. Baxter was seen this morning and 
when questioned said that he had answered 
the letter of Congressman Wheeler and had 
stated that while he thanked Mr. Wheeler 
for the suggestion, he saw no reason for 
calling an expert into service, because the 
present tariff on iron was all the Alabama 
fron operators desired, and for that reason 
the Alabama iron opegators had nothing to 
suggest. Mr. Baxter said that his company 
would be glad to answer any specific ques- 
tion on the metal question, but that, as a 
general proposition, the present tariff was 
satisfactory and no change was desired. 

Mr. James Bowron, treasurer of the Ten- 
nessee Coal, Iron and Rallroad Company, 
stated as follows: 

“We are not at Washington because we 
have no need to be there. We do not want

Columbus, O., February “10.—The thir- 
teenth annual convention of the Catholic 
Order of Foresters was called to order at 
9:30 o’elock yesterday morning by High 
Chief Ranger Thomas H. Cannon, of Chi- 
cago, in the city hall. There are ninety- 
four delegates present, representing nearly 
every state in the union and Canada.

At the af- 
ternoon session the chief officers made 
their annual reports. 

CONDITION. OF THE ORDER. 

In his annual address High Chief Ranger 
Sannon said that at the opening of the 
present session the membership is 44,485, a 
gain of 12,004 members for the year. New 
courts were organized in the states of Mas- 
sachusetts, Rhodt Island, Washington, Cal- 
ifornia and Montana. During the year 24 
deaths occurred in the order,representing a 
demand of $265,000 on the endowment fund. 

Reference was made to the regulation of 
the order requiring the registration of all 
new orders under the laws of the state in 
which they are organized, with the desire 
to show that by this method members are 
protected from fraudulent fraternities 
which spring up from time to time. 

High Secretary Theodore B. Thiele, in his 
reports, shows that in the past year there 
was paid to the high court $304,726.45, of 
which amount a goodly portion remains in 
the treasury.

BEEF FOR THE PARK BEASTS. 


Meat Men Are Cutting the Price and 
the Animals’ Food Won't 
Cost So Much. 


The board of park commissioners have 
shaved the meat bill another -half-cent, 

The board expects to save as much as 
$730 this year on meat purchases for the 
zoo animals. 

Under arrangements with the old board 
Mr. T. R. Sawtell furnished 700 pounds of 
beef daily to the commission for 4 cents 
per pound. 

When the new board took hold a senti- 
ment seemed co prevail that the animals 
were living too high-—the beef was too 
high-priced.

If the stockholders of the bank should 
decide upon a reorganization and the report 
of the receiver when filed shows that the 
institution is solvent and can meet all of its 
obligations, there will be nothing left for 
the court to do but vacate the order appoint- 
ing a permanent receiver and order the 
bank given back into the hands of its offi- 
cers when it can be reorganized.

A. E. Drought was this afternoon found 
guilty of being a common cheat and swind- 
ler and sentenced to twelve months at hard 
labor or to pay a fine of $1,000. 

The jury was out only a little over an 
hour when they returned with their ver- 
dict. They asked the clemency of the 
court for Drought. é 

In case the verdict had not been guilty 


and Drought was released, Mr. J. H.. Dawe, 
of Florida, who is here as a witness against 
Drought, would have had him arrested on 
another charge. 

Mr. Dawe said that he would not speak 
of this new charge unless Drought was 
acquitted by the jury. 

In that case I will tell you the whole 
story.“ he said to an Evening Constitution 
reporter. 

Mr. Jordan has not decided on what will 
be his future action. The verdict of the 
jury was something of a surprise to both 
him and Drought. 

Drought feels that he is being persecuted 
and claims to be an innocent man. 

A. E. Drought was at one time one of 
the most prominent citizens of Florida. He 
was president of a bank, which failed 
some time ago, and was afterwards made 
the receiver of the Florida Midland rall- 
road. 
THE PROCEEDINGS TODAY. 

Solicitor O’Neil opened the case for the 
prosecution. He gave a review of the bill 
of indictement and touched the main points 
involved. 

He told of Drought’s arrest and hearings 
before Judge Blood@orth and Judge Reid. 

Colonel Jordon, a®torney for the defense, 
said that Drought was innocent. 

He is not guilty of any offense. All of 
his transactions were made in g faith. 

The certificates that are brought here 
into court are yet good. The holders of 
them can now collect their money. 

“If the certificates issued by order of the 
court. are no good why would Mr. Drought 
invest money in them himself? Surely if 
he knew they were worth nothing he 
would not have sunk the amount of money 
m them that he lest. 

“Dawe,”’ said Mr. Jordan, “thought that 
Drought was here in Atlanta among entire 
strangers and he would wreak his long 
cherished vengeance.” 

Mr. Moyers, attorney for Eady & May- 
field, the plaintiffs, closed the argument. 
COLONEL MOYERS REPLIES. 

He touched on all the points bearing on 
the case. His argument was over.an hour 
long and not a feature was left un- 

handled. 

“This man Drought,’ said Mr. Moyers, 
eis one of these sharp, educated men who 
swindle and cheat and whose wonderful 
tact keeps them out of the chaingang.”’ 

WHAT DROUGHT SAYS TODAY. 

In speaking about the testimony of Mr. 
Dawe, of Florida, Mr. Drought said: 

“Dave and myself have been bitte e- 
mies for years. 

“We had many clashes in Florida in vari- 
ous matters. He is simply here to persecute 
me. 

The majority of the statements made by 
Dawe are erroneous.
